Creditors 
who object to higher wages

In his report to the Carne- 


fcie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace, Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler points out 
that there can be neither 
peace nor prosperity as long 
as nations refuse to co-op- 
erate for these purposes.
